While amateur theater groups. 
3 n the Greater Sipringfiold area, 
rent or borrow stages upon which, 
to present their art, the Chalk-1 
Siners of Agawam are creiiting 
their own theater. 

Just doing their own thing, 
the veteran Agawam troupe has 
a solid reputation for coming up 
with innovations that please their 
audiences. Although the new the¬ 
ater will be a real innovation 
among amateur groups, Mi's. Do- 
treen J. Deliso points out that 
the kind of inventiveness requi'i-ed 
for a small group to create a 
theater is backed up by large 
■measures of sweat equity and 
plagued by a community-theater 
bug-a-boo known as pocket-ibook 
slump. 

In order to prevent the latter, 
the Chalkliners are leaning heav¬ 
ily on the former. Other econo¬ 
mies promise to place the group 
Biiimediately in a better financial 
position than they experienced 
when they were renting halls and 
clubhouse space. Director Deliso 
says that such a proposal as ob¬ 
taining theater facilities would 
not have been 'brought to the 
club’s board of directors if in¬ 
creased revenues were not ex¬ 
pected from the move; revenues 
that wiki' be used to provide later 
amprovemenits to the faci'liity. 

The 'theater is made possible

at the rear of their 1822 Main 
St., Agawam, homestead. 


Situated beside a grassy knoll, 
the Luildings arc apiproachefl 
over a rustic wooden bridge that 
spans a nearby brook.

The Spvinglieltl social security 
office begat! the search today for 
some 450 disabled people in the 
Springfield area according to 
Dttnicl J. Murphy Jr., social sec¬ 
urity district manager. Mr. Mur- 
Iphy reported that these disabled 
j people, part of an estimated 
1G5,OOU nationwide, can become 
entitled to monthly disability pay¬ 
ments because of recent changes 
'in the social security law. 

Tliese changes pi'ovide for re¬ 
duced monthly payment.? to a 
j.severely disabled widow as early 
us age 50. The disability may have 
begun before her husband’.? death, 
|or within 7 years after. Under 
the same, conditions, a disabled 
widower is eligible, hut in addi¬ 
tion he must have been depend¬ 
ent on his wife for his support. 

About 100,000 of the people 
newly eligible for benefits under 
the recent changes in the law are 
young disabled workers who did 
not have sulficient work credits 
under the old j’o.quircment. Under 
the new provisions, a worker who 
became disabled before age 31 
needs work credits for half of the 
itime from age 21 to the time his 
I disability began, with a minimum 
jwoj’k lequirement of one and one- 
jhalf year.?. 

j Some of the newly eligible in- 
jdividuals will be reached through 
contacts with local public and pri- 
Kmte agencies, Mr. Murphy noted, 
[but iTifttt will learn of their elig- 
libility through news articles, ra- 
uiio and TV announcements or by 
word of mouth.

Q. I have worked for many 
years, I became disabled shortly 
after my husband's death and be¬ 
gan to draw payments on my own 
social security account. Now that 
I am age 50, can I apply for dis¬ 
abled widow payments, too? 

A. If the reduced widow’s bene¬ 
fit would be larger than the dw- 
ability payment you cuiTently re¬ 
ceive, you would gain tlie differ¬ 
ence. Please check with your 
nearest gocial security office. 

Q. My maid works one day a 
week at 53.50 per day. In addi¬ 
tion to this I give her 50 cents 
for bus fare. Should this be re¬ 
ported for social security pur¬ 
poses? 

A. Yes. Her pay is $62 ($4 per 
week times 13 weeks in quainter) 
a quarter and must be reported. 
When the bus fare is given in 
cash it is considered to be part 
of her regular wages. 

Q. How did the recent change 
ill the social security law make 
I more young workers eligible for 
: disability benefits? 

A, If you become disabled be-| 
tween 24 and 31, you need to 
have worked under social secur¬ 
ity for only half the time between 
21 and the time you become dis¬ 
abled. 

If you are disabled before you 
reach 24 and will need only VA 
years of work under social sec¬ 
urity out of the 3-year period 
ending -when your disability be¬ 
gins.
